There are currently two cases 
of C. difficile at the Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Hospital. 

Both are patients who were 
transferred from the St. 
Catharines General. 

The first person to be trans¬ 
ferred was on April 27, and had 
been confirmed as suffering 
from c. difficile, says Frank 
Demizio, the Niagara Health 
System's vice-president of 
patient services. 

The second was in June, after 
the outbreak was declared at 
the St. Catharines site. That 
patient was suspected to have 
the infection but it had not 
been confirmed at that point 

Both were kept in isolation 
when transferred and precau¬ 
tions to prevent the spread of 
the disease were taken. 

He told the Advance Tuesday 
that the two patients at the 
NOTL site were community- 
related.

The many people who 
considered him a friend

There is no danger that 


the community shuttle will 
fold, promise David Mole 
and Casey McNab, the two 
partners who resurrected 
the service last fall. 

The problem they have 
run into is its success, 
which they underestimat¬ 
ed. 

Tickets are subsidized— 
the cost of a trip around 
town is about $7.50, and 
seniors are only charged 
$4. That means the part- 


Niagara Classic Transport 
and Niagara Patient 
Transfer, are at this point 
subsidizing the remaining 
$3 of what is at best a 
break-even business. 

The taxi service that 
compliments the seniors 
shuttle helps bring in some 
revenue to help offset the 
losses, said Mole. 

The community shuttle 
had been sponsored by 


Mole and McNab have 
been to the town several 
times since the fall election 
looking for some help to 
make it a sustainable serv- 

Last Thursday, Mole said 
he had a visit from Sheldon 
Randall, the town’s direc¬ 
tor of corporate services, 
who said the town has 
$10,000 in its 2011 budget 


for transportation. 

Councillors will be given 
a report on the discussions 
town staff have had with 
Mole and McNab when it 
meets July 18, and the 
partners are hoping they 
will receive $10,000 toward 
the cost of the service. 

They also discussed a 
major fundraiser to be 
held in November to con¬ 


tinue the subsidy until the 
end of the year. 

They will continue to dig 
into their own pockets 
until then, they said. 

“What we’re really hop¬ 
ing for is a long-term solu¬ 
tion,” said McNab. 

An infusion of cash from 
the town would help keep 
the service running until 
that debate can occur.

Town warning 
of fraudulent 
door-to-door 
sales people 


of fraudulent service calls 

being made regarding free 
furnace inspections and 
carbon monoxide tests. 

These are not service 
calls by town staff - who 
are obliged to carry prop¬ 
er identification and who 
normally drive town vehi¬ 
cles, says a press release 
from the town. 

The warning came after 
different departments 
reported several calls 
Monday from residents 
who said that salespeople 
were showing up at their 
doorstep promoting 
these services on behalf 


of the town. 

“We wanted to ensure 
that residents knew these 
people were not acting on 
behalf of the town and to 
report any suspicious 
activity to the police,” said 
Dawn Mclnnis, the town's 
spokesperson. 

She is advising resi¬ 
dents not to allow these 
door-to-door sales people 
into their homes, and not 
to provide them with any 
credit card information.

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Majority of patients at NOTL site elderly, most vulnerable to bacteria

But when questioned 
again Wednesday, he said 
both had been transferred 
from St Catharines. 

The majority of the 
patients in the 22 beds at the 
NOTL Hospital are elderly, 
with complex conditions, he 
said, and agreed that those 
are the patients most vulner¬ 
able to c. difficile, which 
causes diarrhea and has 
proven deadly in elderly 
patients with other condi¬ 
tions. But the precautions 
that have been taken to pre¬ 
vent the spread of the disease 
at the NOTL site are working, 
he said—there have been no 
new cases since the transfer 
of the two patients. 

The patients were trans¬ 
ferred because they no longer 
needed the acute care they 
were receiving in St. 
Catharines. 

Last Thursday, outbreaks 
of the disease were declared 
by the NHS and the Niagara 
Region Public Health 
Department for the Greater 
Niagara General Hospital in 
Niagara Falls and Welland 
General Hospital, in addition 
to the outbreak at the St. 
Catharines General. 

The GNGH has 10 con¬ 
firmed cases. Six are hospital- 
associated and four are com¬ 
munity-acquired—the 
patients arrived with the 
infection. Four people have 
died. 

Niagara Falls council 
members expressed outraged 


Monday that the deaths 
occurred between May 12 
and June 16 at the GNGH, but 
the NHS did not make the 
information public until last 
Thursday, June 23, in a press 
release announcing out¬ 
breaks at the Niagara Falls 
and Welland sites. 

There has been no media 
release about the two 
patients at the NOTL site 
because that isn’t considered 
an outbreak, said Demizio. 

Douglas Memorial in Fort 
Erie also has one patient with 
c. difficile who was trans¬ 
ferred from St Catharines. 

The Welland site has a total 
of 11 confirmed cases of c. 
difficile, seven hospital-asso¬ 
ciated and four community- 
acquired. One person has 
died. 

While there are several fac¬ 
tors that determine when to 
declare an outbreak, said 
Demizio, at the NOTL site, it 
would be considered with 
just two patients, but only if 
they were acquired at the 
NOTL hospital. 

C. difficile cases are 
tracked on a dally basis 
across all sites of the NHS and 
at other hospitals across the 
province. 

A recent press release from 
the NHS said an outbreak is 
declared when the number of 
C. difficile cases at a site or in 
a specific unit is beyond what 
is normally experienced. 

Outbreaks in Niagara Falls 
and Welland have been 
declared to help reduce 
transmission and resolve

these situations safely, said 
Demizio. 

While some extra meas¬ 
ures are being taken at the 
NOTL site, the procedures 
are different than at the other 
three hospitals because the 
situation there is not consid¬ 
ered an outbreak, he said. 

There are notices on the 
two patients’ doors advising 
visitors and staff of the pres¬ 
ence of c. difficile, and pro¬ 
tective gowns and masks 
must be worn by anyone 


entering those rooms, which 
receive extra cleaning. All 
equipment entering or leav¬ 
ing the room, including meal 
trays, is handled differendy. 

Any equipment being used 
for c. difficile patients is dedi¬ 
cated to those rooms and 
patients, said Demizio. 

But there is no sign warn¬ 
ing people as they enter the 
hospital, nor have the visiting 
hours been reduced. 

“We don’t want to curtail 
visiting hours unless it’s 


absolutely necessary.” 

There are 20 patients with 
c. difficile hospitalized at the 
St. Catharines General - 14 
hospital-associated and six 
are community-acquired. 

There have been five new 
hospital-associated cases of 
since the outbreak was 
declared at St. Catharines 
General site May 28and 10 
deaths. 

In addition to the deaths at 
the St. Catharines General, 
NHS has reported to the 


coroner and to public health 
the deaths of four patients 
with C. difficile at the GNGH 
and one patient at the 
Welland site. 

The NHS has been investi¬ 
gating what role the infection 
played in the 15 deaths, but 
hasn't yet publicly released 
any results.

Lab, public com¬ 
puters will be 
upgraded over 
the sum m er. 


The residents of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake have always 
been well served by their 
volunteer library boards 
and NOTL Library staff. 

In the 1990s, for instance, 
retired CEO at that time, 
Gerda Molson and the 
Library Board, had the 
vision to plan (and eventu¬ 
ally build) a new structure 
that would provide both 
function and beauty. 

While there are the usual 
books, magazines and 
DVD’s that one usually 
finds in a public library, 
there is also the public 
computer area, meeting 
room and a computer lab. 

I have written about the 
computer lab before. It is 
immediately to the left 
after you enter the facility 
and is available for rent by 
community groups and 
businesses. There are a 
total of 13 stations, 12 for 
participants and one for an

instructor. 

While the computers in 
the lab have been updated 
and currently use the 
Microsoft Windows XP 
operating system, they are 
unable to run Windows 7 
which has become the cur¬ 
rent business standard for 
training. 

So, building on the vision 
of those who have gone 
before them, the current 
library board has approved 
capital funds put aside over 
the years to replace those 
computers in the lab with 
Windows 7-based 

machines. 

However, given that the 
displaced lab computers 
have more memory and are 
faster than the current 


computers in the library's 
public computer area, they 
will be recycled and moved 
there.

All of them (except the 
spruce) have been pruned 
quite severely over the 
years but I felt it made 
them grow quicker so I 
leave them alone now. 
Feeding is always impor¬ 
tant and well worth while. 
Mulch is still my saving 
grace as I cannot do 
weeding anymore, the 
colour is in my planters 
and those I can cope with.

Horticultural Society has 
a tremendous garden tour 
planned for this year - 25 
gardens to choose from. 

I only participated 
once and disaster struck - 
we had a very large swim¬ 
ming pool. There was a 
leak that day and we had 



to drain the water to 
below the leak to await 
repair—and there is noth¬ 
ing uglier than a partially 
emptied swimming pool 
no matter how pretty the 


garden.

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NOTL Hydro ready to switch to time-of-use rates for electricity

The ‘smart meters’ have 
been in installed, and by 
August, Niagara-on-the- 
Lake Hydro customers will 


be billed based on time-of- 
use rates. 

Residential and small 
business customers will 
see then first bill reflecting 
those rates in September. 

Jim Huntingdon, presi¬ 
dent of NOTL Hydro, says 
some customers will pay a 
bit less and some a bit 
more, depending on when 
they use electricity most. 

In the long run, reducing 


peak demand will save 
everyone money, he says. 

By shifting electricity 
use to lower demand peri¬ 
ods consumers will benefit 
by being charged for their 
electricity at a lower price. 

Last May, the Ontario 
Energy Board moved off- 
peak times to begin at 7 
p.m., offering Ontario fam¬ 
ilies an additional two 
evening hours at the low¬ 


est rate. 

From Aug. 1, NOTL 
Hydro accounts will be 
charged following three 
rates* for electricity: at 
peak time, 10.7 cents per 
kilowatt/hour, mid-peak at 
8.9 cents per kWh, and off- 
peak at 5.9 cents per kWh. 

During the summer, 
until Oct. 31, peak hours 
are 11 a.m. to 5 p.m., mid¬ 
peak hours are 7 a.m. to 11 


a.m. and 5 p.m. to 7 p.m., 
and off-peak from 7 p.m. to 
7 a.m. 

Weekends and holiday 
rates are off-peak prices all 
year.

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New Vineyard Improvement Plan to help wine industry in NOTL 


New plan 
will help 
grape grow¬ 
ers replant with 
popular varieties.

More good things will 
be grown in Ontario with 
an $11 million program to 
improve grape-growing 
and wine-making in the 
Niagara region. 

Through the new 
Ontario Vineyard 


Improvement Program 
unveiled this past Tuesday, 
grape growers who are eli¬ 
gible will receive funding 
for projects that help build 
long-term success for their 
vineyards. 

These projects include 
help to grow more popu¬ 
lar grape varieties, build¬ 
ing better irrigation sys¬ 
tems, adding bird netting, 
buying new equipment, 
and taking measures to 
mitigate frost and cold 
damage. 

The program will give 
growers an opportunity to 
work with viticulture 
experts. 

The improvement pro¬ 
gram is part of Ontario’s 
wine and grape strategy, 


with the government com¬ 
mitted to providing tran¬ 
sitional support to meet 
the requirements of the 
industry varietal plan. 

This plan sets the stan¬ 
dards for grape growers 
and aims to develop and 
improve grape quality in 
vineyards across the 

At the funding 
announcement in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake, MPP Kim 
Craitor said the vineyards 
and wineries are an impor¬ 
tant part of the agri-tour- 
ism and the local economy 
in the Niagara region. 

In a meeting with local 
growers and wine-makers 
prior to the unveiling of 
the plan, the MPP said, 


the concerns and issues 
that were heard were 
taken into consideration. 

He says the plan relies 
heavily on the input from 
the local grape growers. 

"It's certainly the best 
way to learn about what 
needs to be done, having 
the growers educate me 
on their needs.” 

The funding will be 
used over the next four 
years to work closely with 
wine grape growers to 
transition to higher 
demand grape varieties 
and improve grape quali¬ 
ty, says Carol Mitchell, 
Minister of Agriculture.

U.S. One person was arrest¬ 
ed following a search war¬ 
rant which was executed 
early last week at the two 
addresses of Auto 
Enterprises and a Lincoln 
Avenue home. More 
charges and at least one 
more arrest is expected, 
said Det. Const. Tracy 


McCabe, who was on-site at 
the Lincoln Avenue wreck¬ 
ing yard last week. 

In 2005, Auto Enterprises 
lost its licence to sell and 
trade vehicles, but was able 
to continue taking in wrecks 
and sell used parts.

Their NOTL operation is 
one of many throughout 25 
countries, and has grown 
from just six employees 
when it opened almost 20 
years ago to employing 
about 250 people, said Peter 
Jugoon, vice president of 
marketing 

To celebrate Earth Day 
last April, the NOTL branch 
encouraged customers to 
send their orders electroni¬ 
cally, eliminating paper. 

For each electronic order 
received that day, they said 
they would plant a tree. 

"This was a way for us to 
give back to the communi¬ 
ty,” said Jugoon. 

“Our customers really got 
into it for us, and we found a 
20 per cent spike in elec¬ 
tronic orders. That translates 
into us being here to plant 
250 trees.” 

The Niagara Peninsula 
Conservation Authority was 
contacted to suggest a site 
for the trees, and the compa¬ 
ny was given a few to choose 
from, but only one was in 
NOTL—the wedands that 
have been developed in 
recent years on the 11-acre 
Concession 6 property of 
Red Roof Retreat. 

With help from the NPCA, 
a portion of the property has 
been restored and designat¬ 
ed as natural wetlands, says 
Steffanie Bjorgan, executive 


director of Red Roof, which 
offers day camps and respite 
care for special needs youth 
and young adults. 

While Niagara District 
Secondary School was still 
open, high school students 
helped plant trees, bushes 


and wildflowers, and last 
summer employees from 
Canadian Tire Acceptance 
spent a day working on the 
site. One of their projects 
was to build a bridge and 
gravel pathway to the wet¬ 
lands at the back of the 


property, making the area 
wheelchair-accessible. 

With its office in NOTL, 
Jugoon said, he was hoping 
for a location in NOTL to 
plant trees, so Red Roof was 
the obvious choice, 
although he admits to not 


having known of the facility 
and the services it offers.
